Monopolistic Profiteering 
Hit By Jack- 
son 


Washington, Dec. 27.— CAP)-- 
Criticism of monopolistic “profit­ 
eering” by Robert H. Jackson, as­ 
sistant attorney general, received 
wide-spread 
interpretation 
today 
as a prelude to a broad adminis­ 
tration anti-trust campaign. 
Most observers expect President 
Roosevelt to recommend specific 
legislation to strengthen the pres­ 
ent anti-trust statutes. Some even 
have predicted a congressional in­ 
vestigation of alleged monopolies. 
Jackson, who has discussed the 
monopoly issue with the president 
on 
several 
occasions, 
said 
last 
night in a radio address: 
“ It is the monopolies, and those 
so near monopoly 
as to control 
their prices, who by their profit­ 
eering have simply priced them­ 
selves 
out
